Prae-iical botany, 
bewitchinj^ in its nature, is well oalcu- 
lilted to itfiid hini eiiptiyeintoUiebojilkd* 
less fields of science. 

In connection with the annual amount 
of rainfall is the question of how much 
water })lants drink. The results of 
oarehil <'!Kp»!rimenters, who htvebronjfht 
into their service p.alicnce, skill, and all 
of the neoe«iarv appttratus, give almost 
incredible resnhs. Dr. Lawes, of Knj?- 
land, has found that an averajre of 2,000 
pounds of water U absorbed, or passes 
thrt»u«fh the roots of a plant, for every 
pound of mineral matter aosimilated by 
It. At the French AjrricnlMiral Ob- 
servatory it was found that 7,7o2 pounds 
of water pa.sMed up thronarh the roots of 
a wheat crop for every 1<» I t potmds of 
grain produced. Or 727 pounds of 
wat<'r for each pound of trr^in In rich 
soil, while in very poor soil 1,()16 pounds 
were passed rhrousrh the r-nds of the 
samo i|uantity of whuat for a prodnct of 
about half a pound of gr-ii i, or "J •''.>;{ 
pounds of water for eacn pound of 
grain. 

But our young readers may inquire 
what are the mineral 8ub<itftnoes wnlch 
in a linuid state are taken up by watAr 
througii the rootlets to fortn the grain. 
They are potash, soda, lime, alamn*a, 
oopp^r, r,ine, wnlnhnr, raaurtiesia, oxide 
of iron, oxidi' of ni iM«r:iMe^e, >-ilica, and 
probably a tew other minerals in u Um« 
ited de/ree. But by what ptiwer are 
the wa^er and r:iine'Ml ■-iih->t in»-'is thus 
taken up? I'bi- is goi ij; rather t<»o far 
Into the seci'fltA of the (ireat Creato**, by 
wtiose laws tlu* ))i;in -ts wliii-l in their 
orbits, and the blade ot «jjrass grow*. 

But scientisUf tell .is that there is a 
silent yet ever active force or agency 
which they terr omtvdic force. This, 
in connection ' ith the winds or atmos* 
pht rie motion wliicli affei'i more or le.ss 
all veg«'!ation in all parts of the globe, 
a('ccompli.sh the work. It will be seen 
that the water takes fiom the earth b it 
minute i]nautities, in comparison to its 
own volutue, of the minerals whit^h con- 
st itn'e tht' laiofoi- portion of wheat. But 
thii clearly sliows the absolute nec<>H.sity 
for the earth l)eing supolied with water 
to fill the demands* wnich vegetation 
makes upon it. 

But these various subjects in connee- 
nection with agriculture, and how planrs 
jrrow, an^ of such absorHinu: infficst, it 
ia a wonder all tanuers d(» not b.'come 
the most learned in botany and airri- 
ni'tiii'al rltcndslry. lle-**^ is a \v de. in- 
teresiing and valuable lieUl lor tann 
boys to enter, and while beneliting them- 
selves, thev may benAt the World.—
